This serves to confirm that the Rhode Island State Police has no records responsive to your 
inquiry.

Or you may file a complaint with the Department of the Attorney General, 
150 South Main Street, Providence, Rhode Island, 02903, or the Rhode Island Superior Court of 
the county where the record(s) are maintained.
